Re- 
cently the leading mntes of the coun- 
try have, through their many journals, 
made strong pleas for more scnools for 
the instruction of those persons who 
are so uiifortun;!! ■ ' ' ' f 

and dumb. 

At this time there arc aiu)iit i i^rlit y 
schools for deaf-mutes in the l' nil til 
States and there are 0,052 at i 
ing these schools. Thejiupilsat ti -. 
institutions, which are without excep- 
tion free, receive as good an education 
as is given in imr public schiwls. 
They are taught to read and write, 
arithmetic as high as algebra, geo- 
graphy and English grammar, and be- 
sides these they receive instruction in 
sign reading, and in many iii^tiiiiiion 
li})-re!vding is taught. 

The trade taken to most readily by 
mutes is typesettiiic niid vrintiticr, 
and there are alsc 
and wood carvers. 

The eighty schools now in operation 
are all maintained at the public ex- 
jwnse, says the New York Sun, and 
mutes from any place and of any 
are admitted. With but few i \ 
tions these institutions are ' 
schools, and the pupils are wi 
ed for. All of them are 
with well appointed industrii 
ments, and it is here that tlie mutes 
are taught the trad'>« <'>>< <u■,^^.,^^■^ 
them through life. 

The originator oi tm- ii(;u 
schools was Dr. Thomas He, 
Oalhaudet, of Hartford, Conn, lu 
April, 1817, he founded what he 
called the American Asylum for edu- 
cating deaf-mut<>8. Since that time 
the public have seen the necessity of 
providing for all the mutes, and 
schoo'. have sprung up ou all sides. 

In Washington, D. C, there is a 
college for deaf-mutes, which is 
supported by the government, and the 
founder of this institution is a son 
of the founder of the ori:'" " f 

mutes' school at Hartford. 

At the beginning tif this year a 
system of schools for the eduoatiiur 
of deaf-mutes was begun in < 

Britain. Through the recoiunu 

tion of the royal commisson appointed 
in 1886 to inquire into the needs and 
condition of the deaf and blind, a law- 
was enacted making education of the 
deaf compulsory, and the same law 
provided for the expenses of schools 
similar to those in this souiitry. 

Only a few ol our States have made 
the education of deaf-mutes ctmipul- 
sory, but the loading men of the 
schools are in hopes that laws will 
soon be enacted making itso, forthev 
state that many deaf-mute children 
are, by the unnatunal treatment of 
parents and guardians, withhold from 
the privileges of the free schools.

The 
lecture was interesting from begin- 
ning to end and was greatly enjoyed 
by all present. Mrs. Follett is an apt 
imitator, and her imitation of the signs 
and actions of some of the " old mas- 
ters" was interesting and in some in- 
stances amusing. The lecturer re- 
peated the Lord's prayer to illustrate 
l>r. (iallaudet's signs and this proved 
a very interesting feature. Mrs. Fol- 
lett gave some personal recollections 
of the good doctor, and described her 
visits at his home and at the Insane 
Asylum in his company, all of which 
showed the large hearted philaii- 
throphic tendencies of this truly good 
man.

According to 
the coroner's report, death was caused 
by the bursting of the walls of the 
heart, during the momentary excite- 
ment, and conseipient flooding of the 
lungs. School training, as this case 
shows is often subverted by the in- 
fluences of location and home associa- 
tions. 

Not long since, William Gal- 
lagh<!r, another graduate of this 
school, met with an accident on the 
railroad by which he lost a foot. 
This occurred near the place on the 
same road where a few years ago his 
brother Charles, also deaf, was killed 
while walking on the track.

Besides the present twins re- 
ported from this institution, there was 
another pair of twins here a few 
years ago. They were Mary and 
Katie Shipley, and I believe were 
born d»af. While on the subject, I 
might say that one of the girl-grad- 
uat<^s of this school has twin daugh- 
ters, but, alas for Dr. Bell's theorj', 
they are not deaf. What is the mat- 
ter with the boys, as all the deaf twins 
seem to be girls ? 

I have noticed not infrequently in 
the papers for the deaf, the name of 
II. Zerovich. If I am not mistaken 
the identical H. Zerovich was a pupil 
in this Institution a short time when 
it was located at Turtle Creek. He 
left to go to Canada. If this is the 
same individual, it would seem he 
is a veritable " rolling stone" and, 
doubtless, true to the proverb, " ga- 
thers no moss."

- F-rom, the British Deaf -Mute. 

Recognising the pressing need of 
schools for the deaf and dumb of Tur- 
key, where there are some 10,000 deaf-., 
mutes in the deepest state of ignor- 
ance, I wrote some months ago to 
Mr. II. Pekmezian, a gentleman who, 
as I shall show presently, is taking a 
strong interest in the welfare of the 
Armenian deaf, asking him to furnish 
me with particulars of his work. 
When my letter reached Constantino- 
ple, Mr. Pekmezian had left Turkey 
for England. The letter, however, 
followed him, and so, in compliance 
with my request, he recently paid me 
a visit, when I obtained the following 
unueiually interesting information from 
him. 

The subject of our little sketch, Mr. 
II, Pekmezian, is himself an Armenian, 
•ard (leaf and dumb. He was born at 
Constantinople, on the 13th of No- 
vember, 1867. He lost his hearing at 
the age of five, through an accident, 
and as there were no schools for the 
deaf in Turkey, his father, who for- 
tunately possessed a strong desire to 
see his son educated, sent him to a 
school in Paris, France. He was after- 
wards sent to the Institution for the 
Deaf at Nancy. In 1876 he became a 
tutor to the deaf, and was engaged iii 
various schools as teacher until the 
year 1886. It will be remembered that 
at the International Congress of the 
Teachers of the Deaf, held at Milian, 
in 1886, the silent system was con- 
demned and the pure oral system sud- 
denly became the favorite. This wjis 
the cause of the pure oral system being 
introduced into all the French Schoo's 
for the Deaf, and as it required hear- 
ing teachers to «;ive instruction by this 
method Mr. Pekmezian found his ser- 
vices no longer required. 

Mr. Pekmezian has lived in France 
some thirty years; and has visited the 
most of the Institutions for the Deaf 
and Blind in the principal cities of 
Europe. He is a wt.l-readand remark- 
ably intelligent man, is able to con- 
verse in French, Italian, Russian, Eng- 
lish, and Armenian quite fluently. 

Being a Turk himself, his heart na- 
turally aches when he thinks of the 
awful condition of his afflicted fellow- 
country people. 

As we should expect from such a 
noble mind, Mr. Pekmezian is anxious 
to spread the light of education with 
which he has been blessed among his 
less fortunate deaf-mute countrymen, 
that they may be brought to the know- 
ledge and love of God, the giver of all 
good gifts. To this object, and this 
object alone, he consecrates his life 
and his energies. 

Of cause, tlie diflioulties in the way 
of such a project as his are enormous, 
the chief of all being want of funds. 
To try to raise money in Turkey would 
simply be waste of time; for what can 
the people of Turkey know about the 
education of a cLiss of people that they 
have always considered as just some- 
thing above the animals and fit only 
for burdensome labour. Hence there 
was nothing left for hirh to do but to 
plead his, cause before those who treat 
the deaf and dumb as rational human 
beings. Mr. Pekmezian is therefore 
making a tour through Europe and 
the United States for the purpose of 
raising funds to enable him to found 
a school for the Deaf and Dumb at 
Constantinople. It is gratifying to 
learn that he is progressing favorably, 
having already collected a few thou- 
sand pounds, out despite his earnest 
endeavours he advances but slowly. 
He has been collecting ftinds for the 
past two years. The aiiount required

Among other distiiiguishe<l yn'ople, 
Mr. Pekmezian has received donations 
and encouragement from His Holiness 
Pope Leo lU., Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, and his illustrious mother 
Princess Yenenlina. 

In a letter I have juSt received from 
Mr. Pekmezian he concludes : — " You 
know, sir, that I work for some thou- 
sands of poor unfortunate people, 
who know not (^hrist, and to whom 1 
am endeavouring to bring salvation. 

1 shall be happy to die when I see with 
mine own eyes the Institution for 
which I have struggled two long years 
opened."
